phy had testified that Assistant District Attorney Henvy F. Cochems' had 
offered him immunity in all the indictments that are pending against-Mur- 
phy it' the latter 'would furnish the grand jury with evidence against 
Charles F. Plister. 


Still more sensational was the declaration that the former 
alderman 


had testified that through, his attorney, John M. Clarke, he had been of- 
fered $7,000 by a prominent La Follette- politician it' he would 
testify 


against Mr. Paster.

DISCLOSURES CAUSE STIR IN CITY HALL 


These facts became known about the city hall and caused a still greater 


stir than the day before, when it became public that Murphy in his con- 
fession had implicated two alleged ••reformers" whom he charges with hav- 
ing bribed him for his vote for the Wells tunnel franchise and a side- 
track privilege for a large South Side manufacturing concern. 


Acting on'the testimony of the former alderman, the grand jury has be- 


gun an investigation of the tunnel grants and side privileges, as well 
as the offers which Mr. Cochems is said to have made to Murphy, and 
the money which is said to have been offered by a politician to Murphy's 
attorney if Murphy would testify against Mr. Pfister. 


During esterday afternoon at least two witnesses were examined in 


connection with the Murphy case, his attorney, Mr. Clarke, and Fred C. 
Lorenz, chairman of the republican county committee. 
ML-. Clark is said 


to .have corroborated the statement of Murphy that an offer of 57,000 had 
been made for testimony against Mr. Pfister. 


REFORMERS IN PERIL OF INDICTMENT

The grand jurors and the district attorney's force are considerably 


disturbed in view of the facts that are coming to light. It is freely pre- 
dicted- that in view of the evidence before the jury it can do nothing but 
indict the two reformers against whom evidence has been furnished, he-

Those who profess to know say the district attorney is in a panic over 


the evidence affecting the two reformers, who arc his political friends. On 
the other hand, the jurors are greatly 'displeased over the peculiar light 
in which they have been placed., They disclaim any connection with 
the transaction of Cochems in offering immunity to Murphy for evidence 
against Mr. Pfister.

dent, Roosevelt has taken the disclos- 
ures of the New York Life's investi- 
gation very much to heart. The prac- 
tical politicians always. ha*ve advised 
that a nominee should .'have nothing 
to do with the campaign contributions, 
and is in no way responsible for their 
character. 
The president, however,

"Scientific genius is being steadily 


applied to invent 
new methods by 


which the consumption of fuel may 
be eliminated or reduced." says the 
"Wall Street Journal. "The use of 
electric and gas engines and stoves1 
for lieatlng, cooking and power re- 
sults in an immense reduction in the 
consumption of coal. 
The waterfalls 


are being haraessed to electric plants, 
by which enormous power is 
gener- 


ated, and then transmitted over elec- 
tric wires long distances, the power 
thus1 produced being used- to propel 
street cars and to turn the wheels of 
great industries. 
Coal 
is converted 


into gas, and in that form is used in 
engines and in stoves, with 
results 


which mean an immense economy in 
fuel. 
Moreover, in our great cities 


the bulk of the people no longer live 
in separate houses, but are brought 
together many families- in one build- 
ing heated by a central plant. 
In 


every direction the process is going on 
of substituting electric and gns and 
hydraulic power for steam, thus dim- 
inishing the consumption of fuel.

.violating this -section of the ordinance 
and held responsible for the obstruc- 
tion of the pipes will be liable for 
the entire cost of repairs.

.from steam engines must be provided 
with catch-basins and in no case shall 
they connect directly with the sewers. 
The penalty for infraction of 
the 


clause relating to the construction of 
private drains or sewers is a fine of 
not over $50 or less than $1, and any 
person who shall wilfully break open 
or damage the public sewers shall be 
liable to a fine of $500 or a jail sen- 
tence of three months.

Single persons, eighteen
